A Yiolent Death —hear Towns  and

Srovx Ciry, June 12.-A tornado
gtrnok 10 miles south of here near the
town of Salix, In,, about 1 o'cloek Sun
day afternoon.  The storm did not
cover o large torritory, but cansed doath
and terrible havoe wherover  the funnel
shaped cloud struck the oneth. The first
honse strock wis that of John Malloy.
The family, father, mothor and eight
ehildren, had gone into the eollar when
the sky grow dark, but after remaining
thore o fow momoents, came to the con-
clusion that it waa only a thunder storm
and started npstairs agnin just as the
cloud struck the house, completely do.
molishing it.  Mualloy and his wife Kate
wire instantly killed.  Harry Malloy, 16
yours of age, was torribly anjured  and
died in o fow hours.  Tom Malloy, nged
19,wns badly manglod and will probably
die. The honse of Mrs, Corn Hassel, a
widow, was next in tho storm’s path
and was blown into hundreds of pieces.
The family had onterod the collar and
escaped. The homes of Phil Derger,
John Bernard and Patricke O'Neil wers
all roduced to kindling wood, The oo-
cupants, it is roported, all - eseaped sori-
ous injury. Pat Malloy, who was
bronght to SBioux City on n specinl teain,
tells o graphic story of the storm.  He
says houses, barng, live stock and  lia-
man beings wern suckod up by the
swirling cloud, the air appoaring to e
fillodd with wrocked buildings and dabris
to the height of o half aile,

It is proposed to construct a railroad
and wagon bridge across the Missouri
at this point, under the terms of the
charter pnssed by congress last Maroh.,
The bridge is to be nsed eventaally by
the Yankton, Norfolk and South-
orn.  Under the charter it must be com-
menced within one year from March 1
Iast, and completed in two years, Offi-
cers for the company will be selected as
£oon as certifloate of organization is se-
cured.

GOMEZ' FAREWELL MANIFESTO.

Couusels Patlence and Submission as the
Bhortest Itonte to Freedom,

Havana, June 7.—General Maximo
Gomez, the former commander-in-chief
of the Cuban army, issned his farewell
manifesto yesterday. In substance it
8AVS:

*The mission I have been entrusted
with is nearly concluded, I have at-
tempted to find o solution of questions
concerning the army which I com-
manded during the bloodiest war known
in America. Iam now leaving regret-
fully to attend to private business, A
parting word to the people for whom I
have sacrificed 30 yeurs of my life and
to my friends in the army just dis-
baunded, which action shonld have been
takon iustantly after the removal of the
bloody weight of Spain's merciless
regime. We wanted and depended
upon foreign intervention to terminate
the war. This occurred at the most
terrible moment of our contest and re-
sulted in Spain's defeat. But none of
us thought this exraordinary event
would be followed by military occupa-
tion of the country by our allles, who
rate us as a people incapable of acting
for ourselves and who have reduced us
to obedience, to submission and to the
tutelage imposed by force of cirounm-
stances,

This cannot be our ultimate end after
the years of struggle, and we shonld aid
by every pacific method in finishing the
work of organizing, which the Amer-
icans accepted in the protocol, and
which is as disagreeable for them as for
ourselves, This nid will prove useless
without conpord among all the island-
ers,  Therefore, it 15 necessary to for-
ger past disagrocments to completely
unite all elements and to organize a po-
litical party which is wpeeded in any
country.

We must make uselgss by our be-
{ havior the preseuce of a straugs power
{ in the island and must assist the Amer-

lcans to complete the honorable mission
they have been compelled to assume by
force of elremmstances,

I, as oue of the first Cubans, although
one of our last old soldiers, and not far

| from the gruve, without PASSIoNns or nin-
| bitions, call on you with the sincerity of

The storles told
by the trainmen indicate that six men
were connected with the holdup and it
ie possible that the party separated,
three making for the Shoshone Indian
resorvation by way of Lander and the
others being the three men now being
hunted north of Casper.

A Casper man who came in yesterday
states that it is generally believed the
fogitives will continue porth along
Powder river, where there are a num-
ber of old-time cattle rustlers who will
give the batdits all the aid, shelter and
horses they may want.

President of French Republic
Attends the Grand Prix.

FEW DISCORDANT CRIES HEARD,

Drives Through a Double Hedge of Stesl
Guarded by Fifteen Thousand Soldiers
and Pollee—Gronps of Soclallsta Alse
Protect the Chief Executlve,

Paris, June 12, —President Lonbot has
bivd his rovonge for last Sanday's ont-
rage ot Autenil.  When he drove to
Lougchamps yesterday to attend the
grand prix he was the hero of a grand
demonstration expresging itself in one
form or another along the whole route
from the Elysoo palace to the race
course. He remaiond only & quarter of
an hour, just long enough to witnoss
the race, and having congratulated the
owner of the winner, returned to the
Elyseo, whore he arrived at 4 o'clock
without special incident.

The revigionist and socialist organs
summoned their readers to assemble
along the thoronghfares to be traversed
by the president and his party and from
noon thousands of people set out from
Montmurtre, Belleville and other work-
ing class districts in small bands, wear-
ing a small artificial red flower in the
hnttonhole and  marched across Paris,
taking up positions along the route.

Saluted on Every Side.

They gave M, Loubet a tremendous
ovation, confining their cries almost en-
tirely to “Vive Loubet" and ‘““Vive la
Ropublique.”  The president did not
hear n discordant ery, although there
were one or two seuffles before and after
he passed between the police and an oe-
casional hotheaded Dreyfusard, who
tried to shout “*Abas Loubet,” and was
immedintely pounced apon by o swarm
of policemen. Althongh the visit passed
off quictly, the government wns pre-
pared for every eventuality, the whole
district botween the Elysee and Long-
champs literally toeming with troops
and police. A policeman was stationed
every dozen yards along the whole
route and there were squudrons of dra-
goons, armed with lances, and mounted
republican guards at  all  important
points,

Longehamps resembled a  military
camp, Battalions of infantry, squad-
rons of dragoons and republican guards
were distributed all around  the conrse.
It is estimated that there were 15,000
soldiers and  police under armns. M,
Loubet  practically drove through a
double l‘li'l],’.!'r.' of steel,

Journnlists Roughly Handled,

Later in the vvening disordorly seones
occurred outside the office of the Intran-
sigente, M. Rochefort’s paper.  Several
journalists were roughly handled and
eventually arrested.

At o late hour last evening there was
considerable  effervescence along the
boulevards, where the traffic was much
impeded, A few police charges were
necessary in the vicinity of the office of
the Libre Parole. Several persons were
injured,

The only grave ineident of the day oe-
curred after the president hud returned
to the Elyseo, at one of the garden res-
tanrants, the Pavilion d'Armenonville.
About a quarter past five, when the estab-
lishment was full of customers, some-
body made an objectionable remark
concerning the president. The paople
took sides and a regular fight ensued.
Bottles, glasses, decanters, tables and
chuirs were hurled about.

The throng quickly swelled to several
thousands. The windows of the cafe
were smashed and the struggle was con-
tinned within. Finally the mounted
police arrived, cleared the neighborhood
and closed the cafe, Several persons
were injured, including a number of
policemen,

Socinllsts Uphold the President,

Several of the chamber of depnties
who attended the races are ananimous
in praising the wise and calm  attitude
of the populace there. The socialist
leaders were the first to exhort their
friends to display moderation. M.
Jaures more than once intervened to
prevent the enthusiasm of his followers
developing into disorder.  “We forget
ounr differences hore,” he said, ‘'to as-
somble aroand the president of the re-
publie,

One of the features of the day was an
unusually large githering of deputies
and municipal funetionaries at Long-
champs, less to witness the races than to
attest their adherence to the existing
regime.  All the ministers were loudly
cheered when going and returning,  Of
the 40 persons arrested only o small
